thousand letters and docum ents con­ 


taining proofs of an elaborate system 
of obtaining governm ent contracts on 
the illegal contingent fee basis were 
received today by the D epartm ent of 
Justice from its agents who conduct­ 
ed raids on hundreds of contractor’s 
business offices late yesterday. 
The commissions paid on these con­ 
tracts It was disclosed, ranged from 5 
to 20 per cent and the aggregate fees 
probably ran into millions of dollars. 
Evidence was discovered of hun­ 
dreds of contracts made under these 
arran gem en ts heretofore unsuspected 
by the D epartm ent of Justice. 
M anufacturers w ere threatened in 
m any cases with being deprived of 
co ntracts if they refused to negotiate 
with these agents on a commission 
com pensation plan. 
Some agents rep­ 
resented that they had special influ­ 
ence over members of Congress. 
In addition to these documents o th ­ 
er information came to the D ep art­ 
ment from m anufacturers 
who had 
been solicited by contract commission 
agents located in W ashington. 
The 
m anufacturers offered their assistance 
in stam ping out the illegal system. 
An im m ediate result of the disclos­ 
ure was a letter sent by Attorney 
General to heads of all governm ent 
d ep artm en ts making 
w ar 
contracts 
proposing that all 
future 
contracts 
should contain a clause pledging the 
m anufacturer not to employ any third 
party in negotiations with the govern­ 
ment.

F u r­ 
th er Austrian efforts are expected. 
W hile the Italian front occupies the 
center of the stage, events of im p ort­ 
ance, may be taking shape in the Som­ 
me battlefield. 
Heavy firing by the 
G erm an artillery in the Ancre Valley 
and northward to Serre is reported by 
the British. 
This bom bardm ent may 
be the prelude of the resum ption of 
the German offensive in France. 
Activity on the front in France con­ 
tinues of a minor character. G erman 
efforts to drive the French from their 
new gains around H autebauay n o rth ­ 
west of Soissons were repulsed by the 
French who increased their captures 
to 370 prisoners. 
American 
positions n orthw est of 
the Chateau T hierry are being bom­ 
barded heavily with gas shells and 
there are indications th at the enemy 
may again try to drive the A m ericans 
from Balleau Woods and o th er te rri­ 
tory recently gained. 
The enem y a r­ 
tillery fire also has Increased along 
the M arne but there has been no in­ 
fantry activity. 
On the Laneville front enem y raid ­ 
ers have captured a few A mericans 
while in the Vosges in Alsace A m eri­ 
can gunners broke up a Germ an raid.

Some Possibilities 


The American people, according to present indica­ 
tions, as well as the people of the entente nations, should 
he prepared for the launching of another pow erf til t lernian 
offensive in the near future, with Paris or the Channel 
ports as the objective of the Huns, more probably the lat­ 
ter, although the capture of Paris would be of tremendous 
military advantage to the enemy. 
The Central Powers are in desperate -traits and are 
fighting desperately and frantically, indicating a full reali­ 
zation that if the war is to he won by them at all it niu^t 
be won quickly. 
I he American armies are arriving' in Kurope in num­ 
bers and in condition that has amazed the world—a mil­ 
lion at least by July first, and three million iii the near fu­ 
ture. 
Germany sees the handwriting on the wall and 
knows that her greatest effort must he exerted before 
America gets going at top speed, 
Fhe allied armies have done a wonderful work in 
holding the long line from the North Sea to Switzerland 
intact against the frightful lunges of the* Teutonic hordes, 
In considering wThat the allies have accomplished, and per­ 
haps a little discouraged over the loss of territory, w e must 
remember that while holding the long defense line, t h e a l ­ 
lies must also he prepared to check these Herman offen­ 
sives with all the advantage in favor of t h e f o e w h o eau 
select the exact point of attack and mass, unknown to tilt* 
allies, scores of divisions to hurl into the c h o s e n battle 
front. 
The allies dare not weaken the long line at any point 
to meet an attack until the opening of the battle makes the 
location certain. That situation, w hich cannot he axoided, 
results in a marked advantage to the attacking army. 
General Koch has postponed launching any offensive 
until American reinforcements arrive in heavy numbers, 
until the Germans have been weakened by constant at 
tacks. 
Ground has has been surrendered after the price 
has been exacted from the foe rather than risk weakening 
the long line in any sector to launch an attack. 
W hen we stop to consider it, the success of the allied 
forces in lidding all vital points and inflicting such ap­ 
palling losses on the enemy, has been marvelous. 
It is possible that before the present battles are ended 
the allies may he compelled to leave impi otected some \ a 1 
liable points—to release their hold on some of the many 
sectors in order to concentrate for the offensive against 
the German army. 
When General Grant started his long campaign in pur­ 
suit of General Lee’s army there was many a storm of pro­ 
test throughout the North because it left Washington open 
to attack. 
General Grant's characteristic reply was that 
he didn't care, the time had come to crush Lee’s army and 
whether W ashington fell or not he would capture the 
Army of Virginia and he did, ending the war. 
Some such development in France is not impossible. 
It may, when it comes, expose Paris or tin* Channel ports 
to capture. One or the other may be taken by the enemy 
but, it is possible, that the enemy may be too busy trying 
to save his army from capture to force a campaign against 
an exposed point. 
Lee was too closely pressed by Grant to give any at­ 
tention to a campaign against Washington. 
Hindenburg 
may be too busy dodging Foch's forces to capture Paris 
or the C hannel ports if they are left exposed. 
This, of course, is only speculative, hut it is not an 
impossible development of the near future.

Of course there is room yet for improvement, hut be­ 
fore complaining about road conditions we must remem­ 
ber the times, the shortage of labor, the traffic congestion, 
the demand for money for war work, the taxation limita­ 
tions and many other obstacles which confront the officials 
charged with road work. 
Time was, only a few years ago, when travelers along 
the highways could tell when they crossed the county line 
into Fayette county by the wretched condition

roads, but now just the reverse is true. 
W ith our road work we must be patient and apprecia­ 
tive of the difficulties faced by the authorities. 
It’s in many respects, like our war work—we can’t, by 
simply wishing for results, bring them about. 
We must 
allow for conditions and accept the results in view of those 
conditions. 
Don’t expect the impossible and we will real­ 
ize that, really, a great deal of good has been accomplish­ 
ed in the way of road improvement. 
Comparison with results accomplished elsewhere will 
not be to the discredit of Fayette county officials.
